The fammu diamond fleldi near Klm- 
borly, Soutli Afripa. oompriM four fa- 
mous mines. They are now ewily 
reached because of the extonBion of tho 
railroad from Cape Town to Kimberly,

Huge alioos oi dangerous "reef." or 
wall, come down with thundering noise. 
Tlien once more ail is still. Tile smoke 
ciears away, the ilust settles, and again 
tlie b.'ll rings, and the "night shift of 
miners and Kallir., go swarming down 
to tbvir work. The blasting takes place 
at six and twuivo o'clock, and the roar 
from the four mines at midnight can 
Ik> heard lor many miles around. 

Ib'fore leaviiii; the mines a word 
kliould bo said about the terrible dan- 
ger of tho work. On an average twenty 
men are killed every month, ooiefly by 
sudden fali.s of treacherous blue or 
crumbling shale. Only a week or two 
ago a moss of at least two hundred 
thousand tons toll suddenly from the 
north wall of the Dutoitxpan mine. For- 
lunatidy, it win iturin" the dinner hour, 
when but few w! m tin' mine, but 
twelve Kallii'. ucn uiMnntly burled 
alive, and a .still ni,ii,' I hie fate be- 
fell eight Kuropeans « lin were taking 
their midtlay meal in the engino-houso, 
which waa overwheimcd by the falling 
ground, so that the poor follows, when 
tnoir bodies wore dug out. were (ouiui 
to have boon soaldeiT liy the esoaiiing 
steam, while the roof of the builuing, 
though cniahod down upon them, had 
prolonged Iholr agonies by preventing 
the contact of the earth. 

The mines are, for tho uurposo of 
safety, nnder the control of tne wvem- 
moDt inspectors, whose powers, how- 
over, are far too limited, and sonlu 
measures will have to be taken for tho 
better Jirolootlon of tho workmen. For 
tho maungoment of their afl'ain inter 
It enoli mlnd^hns h mining board com 
posed of claim-holders, who assess the 
value of the claims iwriodically and 
levy rates, wblcli are expended In pump- 
ng out the water, removing dangerous 
reefs, sanitary arrangements, the 
seanihing system and other public mat 
tors. The searcliing system requirci 
word of explanation, fhc iintlvei 
to work pass through the scarch- 
ouse, on the bank, where In warm 
weather they leave thiir clothes. On loav 
ing work they again pass througli the 
search-honsca and are searched, alter 
which thoy resume their garments. The 
.system is a farce, and thefts of dia- 
monds arc constantly offootod. Tho 
white oraployos are not aoarched. An 
Attempt to do it In 1884 led to serloud 
riots and (omn bloodshed, and. though 
tho workmen were beaten, the mining 
companies have not since then attempt' 
cd to enforce the searching rules against 
tbom.— iiON^n Blanditrd.

How Th«]r 'Oaa B« Improved by ths Ovl* 
llvstlon ororasses mn4 Olovors. 

The native grass that covers tho prai- 
ries ill those portions of tiic West where 
there is considerable rain-fall all'onls 
xcullent tood for stock dnrlog several 
months of tlie year. It does not, how- 
r, spring up sUlllcioulVy early in the 
season to aflbrd gool fueii when ani- 
mals are first turned out t<i gra/.u. It 
Is al.so likely to bocome thin alter it has 
It. 'II olV close for several years. 
Many farm, 'is wli.i de-ire belter pasUir- 
gi: tliiui tliat alVor'b'il by iialive prairts 
;rass break the sod. and after raising 
lax, corn and small grain ou the land 
a'few years, seed it down to mixed 
grasses and clover. These are cut and 
cmi'il for hay till iiio4 of the vlover 
and timothy disappear, when the land 
devoted to grazing purposes. It 
takes several years to obtain good |ia t- 
uro in this way and calls for a large 
xpeiidiliue of time and money. H the 
land iff nearly level and the soli of the 
samwqualHy, au excellent pasture may 
be obtained by subduing the native sod 
and introducing a mixture of improved 
grasse.-, and clovers, and by giving il

Sotting Out Young Trees. 

Do not buy trees over one year old 
and do not unpack them till you ar,) 
ready to put thcin in the ground 
When they arrive, dig out a place for 
them, and make it lairge enough to bold 
the roots well when they are spread 
out Cut oOr all broken or injured roots, 
and trim up tto . young tops. Spread 
tho roots otttaM do not bunch thi 
and be sure tbat the tree Is planted 
deep. No manure should be used, but 
tho lop soil sliould bo packed around 
the roots and pressed firmly upon them, 
the subsoil thrown on the surface of the 
ground around tho young tree. If nec- 
essary a stake may bo driven 'by the 
tree to support it, but if plenty of room 
be allowed for spreading out tbe roots, 
and the earth well packed over them, 
Btakos will not bo required.— fom, 
Field and BtocktrntH,

A more economical method of obtain- 
ing a good pasture, however, is to In- 
troduce the improved grasses and 
clovers ou tliu native sod. Tho labor 
required to effect this eiiangc is i,mall 
and the outlay of money is conllned lo 
the amount reiiuiied to obtain seed. 
The ground continues to produce food 
for stock till the new fodder plants have 
obtained a start. It can bo prepared 
for tho seed by burning it over during 
tliu iattci; part of summer, a calm day 
Ijcing seicctod for tlie purpose. Tho 
heat will destroy the roots of the native 
grasses tiiat are uoar the surface of tlio 
ground, and thereby leave a piui'c iu 
wliicli the seed can germinate. A scar- 
ifier or harrow can be employed to gooi^ 
advantage to break the sod sullic eutly 
to atl'ord the s. ed to lest on mellow 
oil. lint a small amount of earth is 
iiccossary to cover the sood, and it 
should not be buried deeply. Tho seed 
can be sown on the scratched surface 
of tho ground ami the lir.st rain will 
wash asulliulont amount of soil over it 
to afford the best conditions to secure 
germination. A very loose soil Is un< 
favorable to tiie germination of small 
seeds. 

Tlie grasses and clovers to be iutro- 
duced on u native prairie sod should be 
.selected with reference to the character 
of the .soil and tho elevation (,! the sur- 
face. If the soil is of nearly uniform 
juaiity and the surface nearly flat, a 
mixture ol timothy, red-top, orchard 
and bluo grass, with common red and 
Alsike clover, will insure a most elegant 
-.issortment of forage plants. If tliere 
is a variety of soils, however, and part 
of the land is niucli liighcr ami drier 
than others, it is best to try and intro- 
duce the kind of grass and clover that 
will succeed be.it on each kind of land. 
Keil-top aud meadow gra.ss do exceed- 
ingly well oil somewVial moist soils, 
biit they are entirely unsuitod to soils 
t'lut are liigh and dry. Ked-top will 
grow in dry soils and on clovatca poti- 
tiiins, bul "it will have scanty foliage, 
while the stalks will be hard ami wiry. 
Alsike or Swedish clover is most suit- 
able fur tolerably moist land, and it is 
a very valuable plant to raise in jiast- 
urcs. It will remain in the soil much 
loiigi'r than common red clover and 
w 11 alloi-d better food for stock. 

llliu' gra.ss has no superior for land 
:ilioiin ling in lime, and which ismod- 
■ r^itely dry. It reijuires several yeaK 
lio'.vcver. for the plants to heeoine of a 
si/c to occupy the iaiul even whou con- 
siderable seed is sown. Once intru- 
diuud, iiowover. it will remain in tiic 
ground for an unlimited time, and will 
sllbrd more food every year. Orchard 
grass is very valinible for ii ]iastnri'. It 
starts ve \ ei.rly in the s]iriiic;, will 
stand con.stanl fei'diug without injury, 
will prodiic.i more food than any other 
fodder plant that reipiires no enitiva- 
tlon, aud Is prefcrrcl by all kinds of 
stock. It will tl.mrisliiii a iinrlial sliinie, 
but is not adapted to land that is very 
moist or very dry. It Is not a good 
grass lo introduco on land that is likely 
to be roipiired for cultivation, ad its 
nature is to form hassoeks and to make 
an uneven sod that is very hard to 
broak. When inverted by the plow it 
does not decomposoliko tncsodiormcd 
by the roots of most grasses. Timothy, 
especially when mixed with other 
grasses, makes an exoellcut fodder 
plant, which springs up early in the 
season. As tbe seed Is much cheaper 
than that of orchard or blue grass, it 
can be introduced at a oomparatively 
small expense. 

White I'lovi T \^ a very valuable plant 
for a pasture, especially one In which 
sheep arc ktjpt. As the send is expen- 
sive, few farmers can afford to sow 
much of it. il is desirable to make a 
little go a long way. It is a good plan 
to sow a ainaU amount of seed in a fJ«v 
Huitablc places ami to allow the plants 
raised to spread over the adjaceut 
ground, as tliev will by means of their 
crc'piiig bniiu' hcs. If the ^dioppings 
of cattle be broken up early In the spring 
andbe scattered about, aptnch of white 
clover seed ' can bo planted on tho 
ground that was covered by them and 
ft goo, 1 stand be obtained. The fjra.ss 
roots that were covered by the <imig 
will be likely to be killed, while the 
soil will be very rich. The plants priv 
duced on a piece of land a foot in di- 
ameter will in a few yejirs extend over 
a largo space. In introducing gras.ses 
and clovers into the native soalt is best 
lo commence on tho side from which 
tlio prevailing wind comes, as it will 
aid in scattering seeds, when the plants 
are old enough to produce them, over 
the rest of the pasture land. Ked-top 
and bluo grass furnish, if thoy are not 
mowed, a large amount of seedjwhicb 
is scattered by the wind over limd In 
tho vicinity. -C/nVajo Timet.

Sunflower Seed for Fowls. 

I grow sunllower seed for chickens, 
and find it excellent, In fact the best 
thing we have tried. I mix two quarts 
of the seed with six quarts of oats, 
shelleil com, or any small grabi. If 
the fowls ar-i housed, spread litter on 
the floor, and scutti r the seed among 
it to give them exercise in picking it 
out, and that each may get a proper 
share. This amount isgivon lo sisventy- 
tive fowls tv'icc a week We galiierthe 
suntluwer heads in a wash tiiu, spread 
them in tlio sun to dry, and shell them 
on a dry day by beating with a stick. If 
soino of tho heads are a little green, 
acrateh the seeds out with a curry- 
comb. Once planted, suiitlowcrB rn- 
stoek themselves by what seed will nat- 
urally scatter upon tho ground. If it is 
desired to rid a plat of them, let the 
fowls run on tb'e pateh, and thoy will 
put in their time seratehing for the 
seed.- Cor. Prairie Fanner.

WASmOION LSTTXB. 

Wabhinoton, D. C, June 14, 1886. 
To TRB South KsNTncKiAN : 

Tlio President's reltirn lo Uic city 
was as quiet as llie ai i ival ol' any 
other citizen of the l!('{>iililio. It 
doubtless wuuld liave been otlierwiM^ 
liad It not been generally Huppotcd 
that the same preparations had been 
made to elude the anxious crowd ax 
when the bridal party left to spend 
tlieir honcyniocm in tlie AlleKlianics. 
But the morning alter the return u 
lai'KO number of callers were at the 
White House, some on public busi- 
ness, some to pay respects eoclally. 
The bride so far has kept very ezclu- 
Bive, scoln^' no one except wives of 
the ('abiiiul Oliicors. .Slio lias hecn 
busy, however uckiiotvledgini; pres- 
ent* and letters of conKratiilatlon 
trom personal friends. On Thursday 
afternoon she and ihe President drove 
out to his country home, and there 
met the arcMiitcct who iiad with lilin 
the plans tor the altciutidiis to be 
made in the mansion. Mrs. Cleve- 
land soon settled the difficulties that 
liad seemed uiisurmountable to the 
President, and so he t<uis for the first 
time iiiaile to teel the advantages of 
liaving a hulpiiiate in life. It was 
Mr*. Cleveland's ilrst visit to the 
borne, and the expressed herself as 
perfectly delighted with It. 

The reception at the Mansion for 
Tuesday eveniiie is predicted to he 
R most briiliani aflair. The Cabinet, 
the Judiciary, the Diplomatic Corps, 
Congreas, and certain Dureau officers, 
and the ladirt of their 'families, will 
all be brought together the same 
evening, anci hcconie personally ac- 
quainted with the While House. 
On the Friday evening following, a 
public reception will be held, lasting 
from 9 to II. After that tlieie will 
be uo more receptions, and it is an- 
nounced that until after the Friday 
reception no callers will be received 
by Mrs. Cleveland. 

The two exciting events at the Oap- 
Jtol the past week were the argu- 
ments made by Judge Kullerton, ol 
New York, before the committee on 
war claims to pay the war debts of 
the Confedcral(! .Slates, and the attack 
on the War Secretary Stantou by 
Wheeler, of Alabama, and the de- 
fense of the Secretary by Kelly, of 
Pennsylvania. The two siilijeols re- 
vived war meniorics and sc-em and 
lor a time it looked as if a secoiM war 
would be luiiijlit, bill this time in- 
side the marble walls ot the building 
on the hill. Itotli the committee 
room and House galleries were 
crowded, hiil llie Capitol jiolice man- 
aged to preserve peace anil no blood 
was shed, although a lot of bad hlood 
wa* itirred up. 

Coneressis completely swamped, 
and it la not seen how it is going to 
work its way from beneath the mass 
of business wailing action. All ef- 
forts of the .Speaker lo have the chair- 
man o( the several coniniittets lo 
harmonise their differences and agree 
on a plan of action lo dispose of the 
most important bills of public inter- 
est have failed. The clamor I'v ac 
tion and pi-essurc brought to bear on 
tho chairman of the i;onimitteos for 
precedence is so strong that the chair- 
men arc lion pliissed, and «o do noth- 
ing. One conimittcealone— thecom 
mittee on claims— has liad 4,000 bills 
referred to it for consideration. Its 
members are all worked down, and 
aa • matter of personal protection to 
them It Is said that the chairman has 
refused to call another meelingof the 
commitloe fliis session. As a conse- 
quenre the hills before it, not already 
acted on, will remain in siii/u quo 
till next session. This will give the 
members a rest. 

The Senator Ig loading down the 
eleoinargarincbin with all sorts of ir- 
relevant siihjocl«,9Ucli as lacking Mor- 
rison's tarill' bill on to it by Senator 
Beck, and including wool and worst- 
ed goods in the tariff list by Dawes, 
and the like— with the hope of talk- 
ing Ihc hill to death wiien it is called 
up for debate and action. The Sen 
ators arc also caucusing as to what 
bills shall be given consideration in 
the remaining daya of the o ion 
One of the bills agreed on is the Me.\ 
ican pension bill. This bill has al- 
ready passed the House, and will 
jiridiably become a law this session. 

When the U. S. Kisli Coiiiniissioii 
was established a few years ago, 
there wore not many people who be 
Heved it would ever bo anything 
more than an ornamental appendage 
lo the Government. Its work i8,liow- 
ever, beginning lo show rcsnlls fullv 
justifiying the claims that were made 
for ill usefulness. The greatest ac- 
tual result* thus far attained have 
been with carp. This 1* due to the 
very rapid growth of this species 
and the fact that it tlirives in all wa- 
ters of this country. It is estimated 
that the annual yield will soon reach 
the value of 11,000,000. The Comiuis- 
sioii has also iiecn eurprisingly suc- 
cessful with other popular lisb, such 
as the shad, trout, salmon, &c., anil 
the waters in various purls of the 
country have been replentished with 
their native finny tribe*. Prof. 
Baird, Chief of the Commission, has 
just received from the Department of 
Kishciilture. of the lower Seine, 
France, a gold medal fur valuable 
II*b ova *ent to tlie departmeui.

AitIvIuiJ at 
the upright cross, he carries bis cross 
around it and is ihcn permitted lo 
l.iy il down. Here the business lake 
a turn not so agreeable to the candi- 
date, for holinds a crowd of worship- 
pers Burroundlng him. Two of these 
worshippers are armed with large 
cactus bushea of wbal is i;onniu.nly 
called ' tree cactus" or "cane cactus," 
cm account of its being used to make 
walking sticks of. This cactus grows 
to the heiglit of three or four feet and 
is armed with thousands of iieedle- 
liko spines fully an inch long. The 
main stalk is as large as a man's 
wrist at tlie ground, branching olf 
as it rises, and each branch having 
inaiiv ateral branches from three to 
live iunlics in length, all fully armed 
with needle-like thorns, whii li are 
verv poisonous, the prick causing 
very painful, festering wound* iu a 
short time. 

Seizing one of these cact ns bushes 
by the butt, and which has been trim- 
med for the purpose, two begin the 
ceremony by striking the candidate 
on the naked back and marching him 
around the cross, tlie rest keeping up 
a continuous shouting and singing, 
with music by a sort of wind iiistru- 
iiiont. Having whipped him aroiiud 
until llieir bushes arc broken iiji, 
thev form a procession and march 
hiii'i b.ick to the church door, where 
he is stopped. Here, with stick* like 
laths, the adhering pieces of cactus 
are scraped oil' of him and placed on 
the ground in the door wlierc lie is 
iu'.\t to enter, walking harefocted on 
the pieces of cactus, After till* the 
victim is allowed to bo taken to his 
home to get well or die, as the case 
may bo. He is not allowed to pull 
out the thorns until they come out by 
festering, and it l're(|uently occurs 
I hat six or eight months elapse be- 
fore lie recover*. 

I went to see one of these ceremo- 
nies through curiosity, and I am not 
curious enough to go to sec another. 
The sight of the bleeding victim, sub- 
ject lo a lorliue that far exceeds 
burning al ihu stakes, is no attrac- 
tion to me, though the poor victim 
never uttered a single groan during 
all the l erformaiice. 



A bill is now before tho Senate, 
and will probably pas* with but few 
amendments.

Xo liipiors 
are allowed to be sold in any room 
where a billiard or pool table is kept, 
nor any room opening into same. 
License on teii^piu alleys, $20 and $40 
according lo population. Pawnbrok- 
ers are taxed tiWO a year for license. 
()f1iccr> of banks, railroads, telegraph 
ami telephone corporations are re- 
ipiired to give in a list of property to 
Aiidllor. 

The bill provides that assessors 
shall rei|iiire each tax-payer to give 
answers lo the liiHowiiig iinestions, 
under oalli.

"In those days (the early part of 
this century) every body, man and 
woman alike, used yellow snnll'. It 
came iu bladders containing about a 
peck measure, and was sold at whole- 
sale in Hartford by Ilarvey Seymour, 
who was agent for Lorillard. It was 
so strong and so clieap that a pen- 
ny's worth would till a good sl/cd 
smill'-box. Wheuever the people ex- 
hausted their supply they sent their 
boxes up to tlie store, with a big pen- 
ny inside of each. The chewing of 
tobacco was also an almost universal 
custom. Tlie weed came in llirce 
cent papers. Some was from Virgin- 
ia — the Cavendish. We also bad 
plug— 'pigtail'— in kegs of about a 
hundred pounds' weiglit, miicli like 
the plug of to-day, hut the strips 
seemed bigger. There were half 
pound papers of tobacco for iiipcs. 
Every boily, us wi ll as men, smoked a 
pipe; nobody used a cigar. I do not 
think a cigar wa* u*ed prior to 1820. 
Tho first tobacco wa* planted between 
rows of cabbages and other plants, to 
protect them from insects. (Hence, 
perhaps, the cabbage flavor some to- 
iiacco ha* nowadays.— Kd. { Then 
housowivesmade a little garden en- 
tirely of it. The cigars were inmlc iii 
odd times by women and cbllilicn 
and packed in chestnut boxes of KX). 
For these ten cents were dun ged. 
They were known as 'long nines,' be- 
ing very long and slim. From this 
slight beginning comes probably tho 
big cigar busiueaa now done in tho 
i;oniiecticut valley."-IIarlford (Couu 
Post.
